Stratton Promises Area Educators 


School Claims Will be Guaranteed 


Delegation's Meeting with Governor 
Is Arranged by District Legislators 


Southeastern Illinois educators, 
spearheaded by the Saline County 
Education 
association, 
obtained 
promises from Gov. William G. 
Stratton 
last 
week 
that 
school 
claims to the state will be guaran- 
ted. 
Gov. Stratton told a delegation 
consisting of a score of educators, 
that if $225,000,000 in his budget 
is not sufficient to pay all common 
school claim s, that the difference 
will be made up by a deficiency 
appropriation by legislative action 
in 1959. 
The delegation, of which Russell 
Malan, chairman of the Legislative 
committee of the Saline County 
Education association, was spokes­ 
man, appeared before the governor 
in the interest of school legislation, 
particularly the equalization figure 
as proposed by the budget. 


To Maintain Figure 
In presenting his views on the 
budget which calls for a $225,000,- 
000 appropriation for the common 
school fund to provide an equaliza­ 
tion figure of $200 per child, the

per cent, as local educators had 
understood might be the case next 
year, the county would lose at least 
$100,000 in state money, so badly 
needed to operate the schools.

Kenneth E 
Wendt (D-Chicago) who said it 
would be sufficient to raise the 
state aid level from $200 per pupil 
per year to $210. 
Increase School Ald 
The Republican chairman of the 
School Problems Commission, Rep. 
Charles W. Clabaugh 
(R-Cham- 
paign) 
opposed the amendment, 
but conceded that he believed the 
Stratton school budget would fall 
about 15 million dollars short of 
meeting school needs. 
Clabaugh predicted that the next 


General Assembly would have to 
make up a 15-million-dollar defi­ 
ciency for school aid. 
GGP Ma­ 
jority Leader John W. Lewis Jr., 
Marshall, said that state school 
aid claims have been “ paid in full’’ 
throughout Stratton’s administra­ 
tion and thai “ if a deficiency ap­ 
propriation is necessary, this ad­ 
ministration will support it.”
